Preechers and Priests 
Against Irish Partition 


The London papers display promin- 
ently a manifesto in,Ireland by 18 Ro- 
man Catholic bishops, three Protest- 
ant bishops and five chairmen of 
county councils strongly protesting 
against the partition of Ireland and 
appealing to the people to.sign a-pro- 
test against such a step. The mani-

“The Cow Bill.” 


The Live Stock Encouragement, Act, 
which was passed at the recent seg 
sion of the Alberta Legislature, com- 
monly known as “The Cow Bill,” is 
now in operation, and application are 
being received gt the Department: of 
Agriculture for loans under this* Cet. 
The Act provides that any five or 
more farmers may avedil themselves 


of its'provisions by joining together’ 


for that purpose: These men may 
borrow up to $500 each. The money 
is loaned to them for a period of five 
years at 6 per cent. interest. The 
farmer receives the full $500 and he 
has nothing to pay but $30 interest 
once a year unti] the end of five years. 
The only expense in connection with 
the loan is a fee of $1 for every $100 
borrowed. There is no further ex- 
pense in connection with chattel 
mortgages or: the registration of the 
same, as the Live Stock Commission- 
er in, the Department of Agriculture 
holds the cattle in security >for the 
loan. by means of a governmént 
brand, A certain amount cf super- 
vision is made over the purchase of 
the cattle, or rather, the farmer is 
given whatever assistance he may 
require in the..purchase of his cows. 
The money must be used exclusively 
in the purchase of cows of heifers, ex- 
cept in. case a number of members 
of an association wish to purchase a 
pure-bred bull to be used by them as 
an agsociation,-and then 10 per cént 
of their money may be used for that 
purpose, 

The purchaser of live stock under 
this Act must retain the progeny of 
the cows or heifers so purchased until 
the note is paid, except that he can 
sells the steers’ when they .are two 
years o]d and use the proceeds in con- 
nection with his farming business, 
None of the original cows or heifers, 
or cows or heifers bred from them, 
can be sold; Without the written con- 
sent of the Live Stock Commissioner. 
This consent, of course, will be given 
in case a farmer should require to sell 
any of them on: ccount of their being 
non-breeders or for any other reason, 
replacing those sold with other cows 
or heifers. In'this way the live stock 
loans will practically all be well se- 
cured after the first crop of calves has 
been raised, so that there will be a 
comparatively small amount of risk 
either for the government of for any 
individual member of an accociation.

INFANTS’ OFFICIAL GUARDIAN. 


The Province of Alberta now has an 
Official Guardian. The Lieutenant 
Governor in» Council has appointed 
Arthur G Browning, K. C., Deputy At- 
torney General, of Edmonton, to be 
Ofticial Guardian under the Act, with 
the powers and duties therein. speci- 
fied, The government deemed legis- 
lation advisable to protect the prop- 
erty of infants as well as, and in addi- 
tion, to, the protection afforded to their 
persons under the Children’s. Protec- 


1917 (c, 19) enables this to be done. 

Section 4 provides as follows: 
(a) Actas guardian ad litem of in-

(b) ~ Act in the administration of 
estates upon order of the act.

‘hose powers are very wide in thei 
application and in order that every 
assistance possible be given to the Of- 
ficial Guardian to carry them out, the 
Act provides he shall be served with 
novico of every application to any 
Court in any manner affecting the in- 
fant or his estate. Full particulars 
must be given showing the object of 
the Application and the effect it will 
have on the estate of the infant. 
Excutors and administrators can be 
compelled to pass their accounts as re- | 
quired by law, Trust estates can be 
audited and dealings therewith inves- 
tigated, Actions and proceedings 
where the infant is a party can be 
conducted by the Official Guardian on 
behalf of the infant, and generally he 
is authorized to take all such proceed- |
